With the opening of the new 
Business Building, the Counseling 
Center is now located in the space 
in the Administration Building 
formerly occupied by the Business 
Department for faculty offices and 
classrooms. 








More than one-third of the full- 
time day student body at Broome 
Community College received finan- 
cial aid last year, according to the 
latest report on the subject. 


“There were 873 students out of 
an enrollment if 2380 who were 
given grants or loans or parttici- 
pated in the work-study program,” 
disclosed Robert Jones, who is the 
coordinator of financial aids at 
BCC. That’s 36% of the students. 


Outright grants went to 271 
students, according to Mr. Jones. 
He pointed out that these grants 
came from such sources as the 
Broome Community College 
Foundation and federal and state 





programs for needy students. 
There were 547 students bene- 


fitting from loans. These included 
federally and state guaranteed 
loans, as well as those which came 
strictly from private sources. 


And 55 of the students were 
given part-time jobs on the cam- 
pus through the college’s work- 
study program, Mr. Jones noted. 
These jobs are 80% funded by the 
Federal government. 


These figures are in addition to 
state Scholarship Incentive Awards 
that are available to most residents 
of New York attending Broome 
Community College. More than 
1500 BCC students received these. 
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Gains Shown 
In Most Other 


Curricula 


Broome Community College 
seems to have checked its enroll- 
ment decline in all programs, ex- 
cept liberal arts, according to the 
latest report on applications, is 
sued by the Admissions Depart- 
ment on March 1. 


The report shows more appli- 
cants than last year at a compar- 
able date in 10 of the college’s 14 
degree-granting curricula. Three of 
the programs are about the same, 
but there is a decline of 128 anpli- 
cants for admission to the liberal 
arts division, 


As a result of the liberal arts 
situation, the total number of 
applicants is down 84. 


“We're pleased that there has 
been a spurt in the number of 
applications in most of our pro- 
grams, particularly in the engine- 
ering technology curricula,” said 
Robert Pufky, director of admis- 
sions. “But we are concerned a- 
bout the disturbingly low numbers 
who have applied for entry into 
our liberal arts curriculum.” 


Mr. Pufky attributed this de- 
cline to several factors, particu- 
larly citing the increased number 
of openings available in four-year 
colleges’ liberal arts programs. He 
also noted a growing interest in 
career-oriented curricula that are 
designed to prepare graduates for 
immediate employment, 

One of the major recruiting ef- 
forts at the college has been 
launched by the engineering tech- 
nology departments. To check the 
declining enrollment pattern of re- 
cent years, the faculty members in 
these four departments have 
visited area high schools to speak 
to students and science teachers, 
and they have brought high school 
students to the BCC campus. 


These student visits have in- 
cluded tours of the campus, the 
conducting of experiments in the 
laboratories, and the passing along 


of information about the growing

Larry Sitterlee to Retire

Lawrence J. Sitterlee, who was 
the second man hired by the col- 
lege 27 years ago, will retire at 
the end of the current academic 
year, Broome Community College 
President Sigmund A. Smith has 


disclosed. 

Mr, Sitterlee is the chairman of 
the electrical technology depart- 
ment, a post he has held since 
Sept. 15, 1947. That’s when the 
college first opened its doors to 
students at the old State Armory 
under the name of the New York 
State Institute of Applied Arts and 
Sciences at Binghamton, 


He is taking an early retire- 
ment, and his future plans in- 
clude spending much of his time 
traveling on his 32-foot Richard- 
son Twin-screw cabin cruiser with 


his wife Ann, who retired last 
year as an elementary school 
teacher. 


When he became the first em- 
ployee of the college to be hired 
by president Cecil C. Tyrrell on 
Oct, 1, 1946, he had already spent 
11 years in industry. He had 
worked for Lyon Radio, Crucible 
Steel and General Electric Corp., 
all in Syracuse, as well as the 
Rochester Gas & Electric Corp. 








Trustees Miss Davidge 


Broome Community College lost 
one of its hardest workers and 
staunchest supporters, when trustee 
James M. Davidge succumbed to 
his second heart attack in a week 
on Jan, 2. 


He had served on the Board of 
Trustees for 12 years, 10 of them 
as vice-chairman. : 


He was particularly adept in the 
delicate field of personnel nego- 
tiations, and it is to his credit 
that he earned the respect of all 
parties in the involved process of 
negotiating the faculty contract, 
even this past fall when a strike 
was narrowly averted. Fellow 
trustees, county legislators and 
faculty members appreciated his 
fairness, wisdom and _ sense of 
sound judgement, 


A bright sense of humor and 
hearty laugh were among his trade 





marks, 

Those who knew him were also 
well aware of his precise use of 
the English language and his dis- 
like for those who cheapened the 
mother tongue with poorly coined 
words, loose grammatical construc- 
tions and confusing terminology. 

He was director of employee 
relations at the New York State 
Electric & Gas Corp, at the time 
of his death. He was also active 
in civic affairs, having served as 
chairman of the old Community 
Chest drive and as president of 
the board of directors of the Bing- 
hamton Boys Club. He was chosen 
Young Man of the Year by the

He is survived by his wife 


Cornelia (Nene), son John and

Environmental Health Program ec 


Lack of Jobs 
And Applicants 
Causes Action 


The environmental health tech- 
nology curriculum at Broome 
Community College has been sus- 
pended, effective immediately, 
president Sigmund A. Smith an- 
nounced late last month. He cited 
the lack of suitable jobs for grad- 
uates of the program as one of 
the reasons for the decision, 


Students currently enrolled in 
the program as freshmen will be 
able to continue their studies next 
year to permit them to graduate 
in the spring of 1974, Dr. Smith 
said. Those who are now seniors 
will, of course, not be affected 
either, he added, 


The college has stopped taking 
applications for this program, and 
the four students who had been 
accepted to enter the college in 
this curriculum in the fall have 
been notified of this decision. 


The number of applications in 
this area has been down this year, 
too, Dr, Smith noted. “Apparen- 
tly word has gotten around to 
the high school seniors that the 
job opportunities have dried up,” 
he said. 


“This may explain why there is 
a drop in applications, when en- 
vironmental health and pollution 
are still receiving much publicity 
and coverage in the media.” 


Dr. Smith also explained that 
he is asking George Ferrari, chair- 
man of the environmenttal health 
technology department to continue 
to study the matter of future 
needs, placement and opportun- 
ities, January 1974 has been set 
as the date to take another look 
at the situation and make further 
decisions. 


The college graduated 16 stu- 
dents with associate degrees in en- 
* vironmental health technology last 
June and had 22 freshmen and 16 
seniors enrolled this fall. 


Broome Community College was 
the first two-year school in New 
York State to offer an associate 
degree program in environmental 
health technology, beginning the 
offering in 1967.

Tragedy Ends 


Joyful Time 
For BCC Grad 


Only four weeks _ separated 
euphoric joy and numbing tragedy 
for 1969 Broome Community Col- 
lege graduate Rev, Michael G. 
Dahulich. 

He was married late in January, 


ordained as a priest on Feb. 4, 
and slammed into critical con- 
dition on Feb. 28 in a two-car 
collision that killed his wife, 


He suffered chest injuries: in the 
accident which occurred near Som- 
erset, Pa., at the intersection of 
Routes 601 and 30. He was driv- 
ing a Volkswagen on Route 601 
when it was hit on the side by a 
car traveling on Route 30. His 
wife died of a broken neck before 
reaching the hospital, Two weeks 
after the accident Father Dahulich 
was off the critical list and making 
progress, though he was still hos- 
pitalized. 


Father Dahulich was ordained 
as a priest in the American Car- 
patho-Russian Orthodox Greek 
Catholic Church in Johnstown, 
Pa., and he celebrated his first 
Solemn Divine Liturgy on Feb. 
11 at St, Michael’s Church in 
Binghamton. 

He and his wife were living 
in Johnstown. She was the former 
Deborah Sandak of that city and 
she was 21 years old, one year 
younger than her husband. 


After graduating from the lib- 
eral arts program at BCC, he 
went to the Christ the Savior 
Seminary to study for the priest- 
hood,

Though it ended on a losing 


note, the Hornets’ basketball sea- 
son was “really a great one,” ac- 
cording to coach Dick Baldwin. 
The Hornets finished with a record 
of 29 wins and 5 loses, including 
the last-second 69-68 crusher to 
Newbury (Mass.) Junior College 
in the regional playoff at Troy on 
March 5. 

Good team balance was a big 
factor in the success, as four start- 
ers averaged in double scoring fig- 
ures. With four starting seniors — 
Greg Baldwin, Bones Sanders, Lar- 
ry Lobacz and Dave Brenner — 
the Hornets had virtually the 
same personel personnel as_ last 
year, when they had a 24-10 rec- 
ord, 

“The extra year of experience 
obviously helped all four players 
and thus helped the team,” Bald- 
win said. “It helped us win many 
of the close games that we lost 
a year ago, which helps to explain 
why we were a better team this 
season.” 


The Hornets looked great in 
avenging the loss to Jefferson, in 
winning the Western sub-regional 
tournament and the Turkey Trot 
at home, and in sweeping all three 
major college freshman teams in 
“away games” at Cornell, Syracuse 
and St, Bonaventure. 


Only the 80-43 rout at Westchest- 

er was a decisive beating. Three 
of the four losses were by 5 points 
— to Robert Morris in Pittsburgh, 
at Jefferson and against Ulster at 
BCC. Then there was the one- 
point setback to Newbury, when 
the Hornets led for 40 minutes, 
only to lose the game on a 30- 
foot bank shot that didn’t go 
through the hoop until after the 
buzzer had sounded. 


It was the only time the Horn- 
ets have ever been beaten by the 
law of gravity, said a dejected 
coach Baldwin. “If that last shot 
hadn’t come down, we would be 
the regional champs,” he; ex- 
plained with tongue in check. 


Mohney ‘Unsung Hero’ 


If there were an “Unsung Hero” 
award at Broome Community Col- 
lege, it should surely go to Kurt 
Mohney who came out from the 
oblivion of riding the bench to be- 
come an important contributor to 
the Hornet’s basketball success this 
season. 

He played very little in the first 
17games, except as a member of 
the “mop-up” crew that runs out 
the clock when the game is safely 
tucked away with a big lead. 

But when starters Larry Lobacz 
and Dave Brenner were hurt at 
the same time as reserve Kutt 
Storm, Mohney came into his own, 
He started seven games and en- 
joyed an 11-game stretch in which 
he was superb. 

During that stretch he sank 56% 


of his shots from the field, 90% 
from the foul line and averaged 
8.5 points a game. He had games 
of 19 points against Monroe, 18 
against Orange County and 14 
against Canton, In all, he made 
45 of 80 shots, plus 9 of 10 free 
throws. 

In addition, he was great on de- 
fense, frequently being respon- 
sible for stopping the best shooter 
on the opposition, such as Clar- 
ence Jones of Jefferson. 

Kurt was also the goalie on the 
soccer team last fall and shortstop 
on the Hornets baseball team last 
spring. A business senior with a 
great attitude, he is quite an ath- 
lete — even if fellows like Greg 
Baldwin, Bones Sanders and Larry 
Lobacz got more headlines. 





Most 1972 LA Graduates 
Go to 4-Year Colleges 


Most of Broome Community 
College’s Liberal Arts graduates 
last year have transferred to four- 
year colleges and universities, ac- 
cording to the annual survey con- 
ducted by the BCC Liberal Arts 
Division. 

A total of 82% of the Class of 
1972 graduates who returned the 
questionnaire sent them have con- 
tinued their higher education. The 
exact number was 89 of the 109 
who responded to the question- 
naire. Of the remaining 20, 19 
went to work and only one noted 
that he was unemployed. 

The division achieved a 44% re- 
turn on its survey, as 109 of the 
248 graduates responded. “This is 
a good percentage of return on 
this kind of a survey,” said Harold 
Hickey, director of the Liberal 
Arts division. 

“And it is especially gratifying 
for us to see that most of our stu- 
dents go on to four-year colleges, 
because that demonstrates that

we are accomplishing our goal.” 


The goal of the Liberal Arts 
curriculum at BCC is to provide 
its graduates with the first two 
years of a four-year college edu- 
cation and to prepare them to 
transfer to four-year schools. 


Of the 89 graduates who noti- 
fied BCC that they transferred to 
four-year colleges, 76% went to 
State University campuses, 12% 
went to private colleges in New 
York State, and 12% went to 
schools out of the state. 


More graduates went to SUNY 
at Binghamton (19) and to Cort- 
land (18) than any other college. 


“With few exceptions, all re- 
spondents were able to transfer 
all credits earned at Broome Com- 
Prof. Hickey 
said. “D grades were frequently 
not transferred, however, and in 
a few instances credits not appro- 
priate to the program the student 
entered were not transferred. 
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Grants Worth $8527 Awarded 5 on Faculty 


Grants totaling $8,527 have been 
awarded to five Broome Com- 
munity College faculty members 
in the engineering science depart- 
ment, 


David McLoughlin received a 
$1,547 research grant; Morton 
Goldberg, William. Vick and Mary 
Diegert are the combined recipi- 
ents of a $5,980 faculty grant for 
the improvement of undergraduate 
instruction; and William Murray 
has been awarded a $1,000 grant 
from the Rittenhouse Fund of 
Temple University. 


Prof. McLoughlin will use his 


award to continue his study of 
perturbed angular correlation of 
nuclei, His project will deal with 
125 TE, which is an isotope of 
tellurium. 


He will work during the sum- 
mer at the State University at 
Binghamton with two faculty 
members from that campus. The 
grant is one of 456 awarded to 
1,079 applicants by the State Uni- 
versity Research Foundation. 


Profs, Goldberg, Vick and Die- 
gert will use their grant to develop 
and equip a mathematics labora- 
tory at Broome Community Col- 
lege during the summer. Their 
immediate goal is to develop a new 
course designed to interest those 
students who “hate mathematics.” 


They are three of 57 faculty 
members on 25 State University 
campuses to receive these newly 
created grants, which are intended 
to stimulate excellence in under- 
graduate teaching. There were 518 
applicants. 


These research and instructional 
improvement grants vary in a- 
mount from $800 to $2,911 for 
each project, and they are awarded 
jointly by State University and 
the Research Foundation, which 
derives its support from Federal] 
and private sources and other 
foundations, 


Prof. Murray plans to develop 
microwave diffraction equipment, 
a project that is connected with 
work he did during the prepara- 
tion of his doctoral dissertation. 
The American Journal of Physics, 
incidentally, will describe this work 
in an upcoming issue,

“Tm certainly pleased to be ap- 
pointed by Gov. Rockefeller to be 
a trustee of Broome Community 
College” he said when he heard 
of his appointment. “This is a 
great honor for me — particularly 
because I graduated from the col- 
lege and have retained a _ loyal 
feeling toward it through the years.
